“* Keeping warm in bed at night is of 
vital importance, and we solved the 
problem years ago.

Replacing the mat- 
tress, we spr over it the camp com- 
forter and blankets. This keeps one 
warm beneath, which fs just as essential 
as being warm above. Fine wooler 
blankets are too expensive to be f»und 
at such places, and blankets of inferior 
quality and little warmth are substituted. 
So we take our Hudsen bay Dbiankets 
with us. We also wear one piece woolen 
pajamas, with feet in them when very 
cold.
